This message is regarding your FOIA Request dated 19 February 2019, which was originally 
received by the FBI (reference FBI FOI/PA #1415512-000), and forwarded to this office on 27 
February 2019. Your request sought information regarding Mr. Thomas S. Power. Your request 
was assigned tracking number 2019-02303-F. 

Information from AFOSI criminal investigative records are exempt from release under the 
Privacy Act, Title 5 United States Code (USC) Section 552a 0(2). In order to provide you the 
maximum amount of releasable information, we are processing your request under the FOIA. 
Since portions of the information requested are also exempt from disclosure under the FOIA, we 
have inserted the exemptions below in the attached document^). 

a. Exemption (b)(6) permits the withholding of all information about individuals in 
“personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such information would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 

b. Exemption (b)(7)(C) provides protection for personal information in law enforcement 
records the disclosure of which “could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” 

The authority for the exemptions used can be found in 5 U.S.C. §552, DoDM 5400.07, 
Freedom of Information Act Program, and DoD 5400.7-RAFMAN 33-302. You can also 
access information on the Air Force FOIA program via the Air Force FOIA page at 
http://www.foia.af.mil/.
